Paris, July 31. The Advices from Zamora a 
City of the Kingdom of Leon advife, That M.de 
Montenegro had taken after three hours attack, the 
Town and Caftle of Biblio near Braganza, and 
made the Garrifon confifting of 100 Soldiers 
and 300 Militia Prifoners of War. They found 
there three hundred Quintals of Powder and a 
good Number of Arms: After which he was gone 
to inveit the Caftle of Dompegro. They write 
from Saragofla of the oth, that the Fortifications 
of Cervera were almoft quite finifhed, and that the 
Augmentations made to them are well advanc’d. 
By Letters from Fort Louis we learn, that Mer- 
fhal Harcourt hath prevented the Enemy who 
would have throwna Bridge over the Rhine at Ger- 
merfheim, by pofting himfelf before that Place. 
Our Army is encamped near Spires. Landau is 
intirely block’d up; there are few Troops there 
becaufe the Enemy have not had time to throw 
any into it. It is believed we fhall befiege that 
Place, Orders having been fent to Strasbourg to 
fend away the heavy Cannon, whereof 30 Pteces 
with Mortars and 300 Waggon laden with Uten- 
fils, are already arrivd in the Camp. All the 
Troops have Orders to joyn the Army forthwith, 
which will then confit ws 30000 Men. That of 
the Enemy is not fo ftrong, and their Infantry are 
in very bad Condition. The Bridge which is 
building upon Piles will be finifhed the 20th, and 
the Army will pafs over it intwo Columns. The 
Detachment under M. Bouzole will arrive the 3d 
of Augutt.
